Paris, J uul> 21}.— -The new cabinet min- 
isters presented themselves to the cham- 
bers this afternoon. Identical statements 
read in tiio chamber of deputies by the 
Premier, M. Wulderk Uousseuu, and in 
the Semite by the minister of justice, M. 
Monis, were as follows: 

"The chamber of deputies in expressing 
itself resolved not to support tiny gov- 
ernment but one determined to defend 
energetically republican institutions and 
assure public order, has clearly defined 
ihe tasl; imposed upon the new cabinet. 
The ministers have ho other ambition 
than to accomplish it." 

The senate by a vote of US 7 to 25 ap- 
proved the declaration of the govern- 
ment. 

M. Waldeck Rousseau, in the chamber 
of deputies replied to the various inter- 
pellations, explaining Ihe motives ani- 
mating the formation of a cabinet of 
somewhat divergent views, uric of the 
main objects being to re-unite all fac- 
tions, He added that ministers had al- 
ready assumed some responsibility, but 
he thought the bucking of the chamber 
was necessary for further steps and ask- 
ed what ministry could for a moment 
tolerate acts seeming to show the belief 

that the army desired t institute itself 

the judge of its own policy. He further 
expressed the hope that it would be not 
necessary to take more severe measures 
and said he thought it easy to demon- 
strate whence came the attacks upon 

the < 'is. Explaining the inclusion of 

General the Marquis Ue Gallifet in the 
cabinet, as minister of war. he said it 
was because no other general hud so 
spontaneously upheld the constitution, 
and it was thought the in ssury punish- 
ment of certain military men could be 
somewhat relaxed if emanating from 
such a trusted authority as General 
Gnllifet. In conclusion the Premier said: 
"Our task is heavy. Whatever course 
the chamber may pursue, I have done 
my duty." The speech of M . Waldeck 
Rousseau was much Interrupted. The 
noise at times was deafening and several 
members were called to order. At the 
opening of the session the extreme Left- 
ists shouted: "Vive Ln Commune," and 
the- socialists frequently interrupted the 
proceedings, but M. Waldeck Rousseau's 
statement was much applauded by the 
Leftists and Centrists.

As the Shamrock reached mid- 
stream from the .slip, a large barge col- 
lided with her. striking the yacht's bow 
above the water line. 

There was a great cry when the yacht 
struck, especially from the several mem- 
bers of the Liptoli party, who witnessed 
Ihe launching from the river, but it was 
soon ascertained that, the damage dime 
was light, and as :i tug towed the 
Shamrock towards the Southwest India 
dock, hundreds of whistles and horns 
made a tremendous din. 

When the Shamrock was launched her 
lew and a number of workmen were mi 
board.

The Countess of Aberdeen, president of 
the council, in her address, alter cordial 
words of welcome, sketched the duties 
of the council. She said international 
arbitration should ever be placed fore- 
most in its programme, advocated the 
establishment of an international bureau 
of information regarding all that affects 
women, and warned women against 
arrogating to themselves alone the duties 
of curing all evils, saying: 

"It may he well to have unions of 
mothers, hut do the fathers count so lit- 
tle in the home that, their counsel is not 
needed? The redemption of the race 
call only be compassed by men mid 
women joining hands and making com- 
mon cause in every department of life." 

In conclusion the Countess deprecated 
the idea usually formed about women's 
congresses, that they were bent upon de- 
vising plans whereby woman might he 
emancipated from home duties, saying: 
"This congress holds fast to the belief 
that woman's first mission must he her 
home."

MOODY RESISTS THE BAILIFFS. 

The Projector of the Mint a Central 
Figure in a Sensational Police 
Court Case. 

C. C. Moody, whose letters und argu- 
ments uuent the establishment of a mint 
in Victoria have made his mime a house- 
hold word, was in the police court yes- 
terday afternoon, charged before Justices 
Pearson and Dolby with unlawfully 
pointing a revolver— the information 
being laid under section 101) of the 
Criminal Code. The charge being es- 
tablished. Moody was lined $25 ami 
costs, or in default 20 days' imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 

The evidence offered in support of the 
information showed that a tragedy had 
very nearly consummated — and also that 
Mr. Moody appears to have fortified his 
residence on Tennyson road quite lls 
thoroughly as if it were his cherished 
mint, and to him had been assigned the 
duty of guarding it. For in the assault 
upon the bailiff's party, which was the 
bnsis of the prosecution, he was held to 
have brought into service one revolver, 
one rille, one shotgun, one bowie knife, 
and one three-cornered tile, so sharpened 
as to make a very formidable "jabber" 
or dirk. 

It was through dipt. Pamphlet, as 
agent, of the properly occupied by 
Moody as a residence, endeavoring to dis- 
train for overdue rent, that the trouble

and receive the distress warrant, and the

returning a moment later with tl h- 

! sol vation that his wife had " put il 
i away." As a next-best weapon he 
1 seized a throe-cornered file, sharpened 
i in the end. and w ilh this endeavored to 
slab Cain. Pamphlet. 

This too was taken rrom him, and us 
a last resorl lie armed himself with a 
1 1 inch bowie knife, w ith which he re- 
turned lo the attack-. A shotgun l.i ing 
conveniently at hand Keller took posses- 
sion of. and as Moody came on with the 
bowie knife lie was knocked over with 
lhe gun. 

After the excilemeiil had subsided 
this being a last incident. Keller bad an 
opp -rt unity of examining the revolver, 
and noted thai all its chambers were 
1 led. 

In tl,,. face ,,r ihi- sw. rn and corrobor- 
ated testimony yesterday. Moody swore 
that he had never had a revolver, and 
kept the cartridges which were produced 

for no s] inl purpose. 

1 Tin presiding justices I'cclared thai 
i then, was no room for a possible doubt 
I as to the fads of the case, and imposed 
1 the penalty mentioned with 11 few 
I pointed remarks- as to whal might have 
happened had the revolver not missed 
lire.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The reason why the Colonist advocates 
the installation of a government in Brit- 
ish Columbia, which will not be associ- 
ated in the mind of any one with the late 
or the present ministry, is that it desires 
to see invested with power an administra- 
tion which will neither be confronted 
with the prejudices, however ill-founded, 
against the former nor be answerable 
fur the misnkes and follies of the lat- 
ter. We submit that what the province 
needs at this juncture is a government 
that will represent the ideas and aspira- 
tions of the new British Columbia, which 
has come into existence during the last 
few years. In saying this we are with- 
drawing nothing that had ever been ad- 
vanced in these columns in support of 
Mr. Turner and his late colleagues, but 
are simply recognizing conditions as they 
exist. The people want a progressive 
government. They want a government 
which will be wholly uonsectional. They 
want a government that can restore the 
fast waning confidence in the immediate 
future of the province. And so that the 
new government possesses these charac- 
teristics, it matters little who the premier 
is or who till the cabinet offices. 

A new departure, a complete new de- 
parture, is absolutely necessary. The 
government that hits plunged the prov- 
ince into a condition of anxiety, distrust 
and confusion must be forced out of of- 
fice. A complete reversal of policy will 
alone meet the necessities of the case, 
will alone restore confidence. As long 
as the government exists, even if it 
should be changed as regards its person- 
nel, the responsibility for the mischievous 
legislation and baneful administration 
of the past will attach to it. We feel 
sure that the great majority of the sup- 
porters of the government in the house, 
and we venture to suggest that more 
than one member of the cabinet, would 
be very glad to be rid of the responsi- 
bility of defending the administrative 
and legislative acts of the last twelve- 
month. It has been a period of folly 
and shame, which the people will try 
to forget as soon as they can after it lias 
been brought to an end. 

We present this simple solution of the 
present strained political situation. It 
presents no difficulties. All this is neces- 
sary is for the members of the legislature 
to place country before party, and to dis- 
miss all personal considerations. There 
is abundant material in the legislature 
to form a new government which will 
meet all present necessities. It may be 
that those who have led must be ready 
to follow. It may be that new alliances 
must be formed. lint no real difficulties 
are in the way either in the house or the 
country. 

CONDITIONS IN ATI. IN. 

The correspondence which we print 
from Atlin to-day shows the evil that is 
being wrought by the wretched admin- 
istration of good laws, and the passage 
of bad ones. Our correspondents arc- not 
instructed to present a partizan vjew of 
the situation. Their duty is simply to 
tell the news. What they say is fully 
borne out by private letters to which 
the Colonist has had access. Kuormoiis 
loss will be entailed upon people, w! 
are by no means well able to bear it, 
by reason of the outrageous manner in 
which the government has acted. The 
alien-exclusion law litis resulted in no 
good and has created an immense 
amount of confusion, as well as been the 
instrument of rank injustice. The man- 
ner in which the law relating to incor 
poratcd companies has been administer- 
ed is preventing the investment of capi- 
tal. Slowness in settling disputes makes 
nearly all titles uncertain and paralyzes 
business. Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes 
has by this time reached the country. 
It is to be hoped that he will use his 
faculties of observation very thoroughly, 



for if he does so, he will have abundant 
demonstration of the unfitness of his 
advisers to hold the reins of office und 
will anticipate by his own action what 
the growing demand of the people that 
the house shall be called together to 
voice public sentiment. 

RICH MEN AND THEIR MONEY. 

The hostility of some people towards 
rich men is like nothing so much as a 
hydrophobiac's dread of water. They 
have the extraordinary notion that any 
one who feels like extending to a rich 
man the slightest consideration is a syco- 
phant, or something worse. The rub- 
bish that is printed about the extrava- 
gance of tin? rich is appalling. The great 
trouble is that rich people are not half 
extravagant enough. The man who 
spends $20,000 a year in a community is 
a public benefactor. The chances are 
that he does not get as much pleasure 
out. of it us some of those who get less 
than a twentieth part of it. If the rich 
man keeps bis horses and thereby gives 
employment to men about his stables, 
to harness-makers, carriage-makers, 
blacksmiths and so on, besides making 
a market for farm produce. If he likes to 
have a beautiful garden, and employs a 
half dozen men keeping his premises in 
good shape. If be likes to see his wife 
and family dross well, and the dry-goods 
men. the dressmakers und the milliners 
profit by it. If he likes to sit down to a 
well-supplied table - many persons profit 
by it. There is little that the rich man 
uses that be himself produces. lie 
must pay some one else for everything 
he has. Suppose we had a hundred rich 
men in Victoria each spending $20,000 a 
year. This would mean f2,000,0(M) put 
in circulation and the most of it dis- 
tributed among wage-earners, and we 
venture to say that this would be a very- 
good thing indeed. If $2,000,000 were 
spent in this way. it would mean that, a 
good many more people would be able to 
take newspapers, and of these there 
would probably lie a certain proportion 
foolish enough to want the Times, so 
even our contemporary, which hates rich 
men so heartily, would derive some 
benefit from it.

Mr. Helgesen Has a Word to Say 
Against the Gov- 
ernment.

Atlin, June 10.— A iuuhs ineeting uC 
citizens was culled this afternoon, and 
a dense muss of people eorgregated in 
front of the Northern hotel platform. 
The chair was occupied by ltev, Mr. 
Pringle, and u number of speeches were 
made urging the necessity of taking the 
strongest possible measures of impress- 
ing the government with u due sense of 
the mischief thai is being wrought 
through its delinquencies iu this district. 
There was unanimous approval of the 
following resolution: 

"That the lion, the Lieuteuuut-Govcr- 
uor be informed of the serious hind- 
ranee to the development of the resources 
of the Atlin Lake mining district and of 
the injuries, hardships unci delays oc- 
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not, nad results in the tying uji and 
stoppage of work upon any claim in 
the district, including the most valuable 
thereof, without valid cause or reason 
whatever, thereby throwing out o£ em- 
ployment and causing serious loss, dam- 
age and injury to large numbers of free 
miners and workmen, tying up for a 
long time miles of placer mining ground 
and seriously retarding and preventing 
the development of the district; and that, 
in view or' the said state of affairs and 
of the fact that under the present ruling 
and interpretation of the Placer Mining 
act, the same may and no doubt will 
continue without end, even after the com- 
missioner appointed by the lion, the 
Lieuteiiunt-liovernor-in-eouiicil has, pur- 
suant to the powers conferred by the 
Bennett-Atlin Commission act, lS'J'J, 
enquired into and disposed of all disputes 
and diulculties coining before the said 
commissioner. 

"Therefore be it resolved, Thai the 
Hon. the Lieuteuant-tioveruor-iu-eouueil 
be asked to consider the means for the 
prevention of sueb difficulties arising in 
the future, and to make such orders re- 
lating to the recording, re-recording, de- 
finition of the location of claims and 
other mutters for the purposes aforesaid, 
as to him may seem advisable and pur- 
suant to tbe powers vested in him by the 
I'lacer Mining act." 

This resolution was adopted unani- 
mously amid applause. The chairman 
and others of the speakers referred in the 
"intolerable delays of the government," 
and characterized them as a crime 
against the whole population of this dis- 
trict. The following resolution also was 
atlopted unanimously: 

"That in the opinion of I his meeting 
of free miners, business men and resi- 
dents of the Atlin Lake mining district, 
largo areas and tracts of mineralized al- 
luvial gold gravels, consisting in pari of 
dry, bench and hill diggings, not even 
excluding creek diggings, can be worked 
successfully and profitably only bj the 
combination (l f considerable areas and 
with large capital ami are available or 
sutable only fur hydraulic mining pur- 
poses, and that the opening of such por- 
tions uf the district should be encouraged 
by the judicious granting of leases of 
such land, thus attracting much capital 
to the district for investment which 
otherwise would never conic, giving em- 
ployment to hundreds ,,f men w illing and 
anxious to work, but who arc now, owin 
to existing conditions, enforced to re- 
main idle or return south; the granting 
of such leases could not in any way 
binder or prejudice tlm rights or inter- 
ests of any free miner, but woUlii Oil 
the rnn;:."''- v - Iosu1 ' invutli' to hi.- ad- 
vantage.'' 

This resolution excited some consider- 
able discussion.

Flats of the Yukon Declared Suitable 
by an Authority. 

Professor Georgeson, of the depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, ll.C, 
who returned from Dawson on the Cot- 
tage City, has been visiting the North 
on a mission altogether foreign from 
that of gold-getting. He was sent in 
by I lie department to ascertain whether 
the lands along the Yukon, in American 
territory below Forty-Mile, are adapt- 
able for the raising of cereals of the 
hardier varieties. 

Having fully investigated the subject, 
Professor Goorgcson gives it as his 
opinion that by Ihe removal of the moss 
and the drainage of the land along the 
higher portions of the Yukon Hals, all 
the hardier grains ami grasses might be 
cultivated with profit. Ihe Stewart river 
also providing considerable areas nt" land 
w here t he sa v mdilions prevail, 

In ["riffcssor Georgeson's view the 
Yukon Hats, when properly treated, will 
prove e.piallv advantageous for cereal 
product inn with ihe Hats of Minnesota 
mul the iin use steppes of Siberia, pro- 
viding ample wheal l" supply the Klon- 
dike and all contiguous districts of the 
Ninth with done for all purposes. 

In the past, cereal-growing has not 
I icon attempted, although vegetables, and 
potatoes more paitieiilarly, have been 
grown with some metistll f small suc- 
cess, The present is the first authori- 
tative opinion obtained that cerenJ- 
grnwing is a practical proposition. 

I'rofessor fieorgi'son had with him two 
experl assistants for the trip, his investi- 
gations being made between Sitka and 

Eagle City, a ml an appropriation of 
512.000 being practically exhausted in 
the inquiry.

A STOKY OF THE TR.MH. 

I'alhelie End of the Allison Party The 
Honesty ol Miners. 

As pathetic a story as any that has 
Vet been leceived from that stage of 
irugedv. Ihe Teslin trail, is told by II- 
C. Moore, of Cantiington, Assn.. who is 
at present a guest of the Dominion. 
Moore has just come out from the Tes- 
lin Luke country, nnd reports thai mi 
the Kith June, less thnn three weeks ago, 
he and his partner while going from 
Glcnortl to Teslin came to ;i shack or 
cabin of logs which they found occupied 
by three dead men. 

'They had hailed the appearance of the 
hut with rejoicing, anticipating that it 
would mean a hospitable welcome and 
companionship. everything seemed 
strangely silent about it, however, and 
entering ai the unlocked door I hey were 
horrified to discover that each of the 
three rude beds contained the dead body 
of a man. 

How long they had been dead it would 
he impossible to say. for the bodies had 
been frozen hard as rock anil wi re only 
just beginning to thaw nut. There was 
plenty in the house, both of provisions 
ami of fuel, together with upwards of 
$1.11110 in money. 

The men. it appeared front Ihe dairy 
kept by one of them, find been on Iheir 
way from Telegraph Creek to Teslin 
i\ hen ill tucked by scurvy; Ihis they fur- 
gol as loin,' as strength remained with 
them then perishing miserably in the 
wilderness. Two of the unfortunates 
were brothers. .1. I-:. ami A. Y. Allison, 
of Kent, England: their comrade. S. .1 , 
farter, came from New Zealand. The 
diary had been kepi by A. V. Allison an. I 
contained a short account of their suf- 
ferings, eloquent ill its simplicity. 

"My brother passed peacefully away 
last nieht." one of the hist entries read, 
" ami we haven't even enough strength 
to bury him Oh why doesn't death 
com e?" 

Mr, Moore and his pnrlner returned 
to Glcnortl and reported Iheir discovery 
In Ihe resilient magistrate; at the same 
time F. C. Miller and William Doolittle 
ran across the cabin ami carried ihe news 
of their ghastlv find to Teslin. The 
Mounted Police from the latter point 
look charge of the money and properties 
of the dead men and buried the three 
bodies ill the shade of the cabin thill

('oining out Mr. .Moore passed two 
men mi the trail whose plighl was suf- 
licienl to give any one a thrill of honor. 
The one had become snow blind weeks 
before, and not realizing his danger or 
not knowing wdiat to do. hail neglected 
his eyes until the aggravated Inflamma- 
tion, had caused the eyes tn drop from 
the sockets.
